Low Cunning, Perfidiouſneſs and Cruelty, are 
the Characteriſtics of Cowards and Slaves, Cruelty 
eſpecially is the ſureſt Mark of Deſpair. 


But the Spirit that animates the Britiſh Meaſures 
and Armies, is ſuperior to ſuch baſe Subterfuges; 
it delights in Candour, Truth, Honeſty, manly 
Courage and Humanity. Britons fight only to de- 
fend and preſerve; conquer their Enemies to ren 
der them more happy. Their Succeſſes are wor- 
thy of Men, render them good Ange/s even to 


their Adverſaries; and therefore are acceptable to 


God. 


Ureox this Principle, in our ſincere Love to 
Mankind, and Humanity towards our Enemies, 
I cannot forbear congratulating, even, the FxEN n 
Nation, on the Succeſſes of the Br1rish Arms: 


As thoſe of them, who ſhall become Subjects of, 


Great-Britain, will be advanced from Servitude to 
Freedom : And as that Nation in general have
